Biddle noted the importance of 
teaching and said he came to Cal 
Poly, Pomona in 1971 because of the 
school’s emphasis on teaching.

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solar heating research and in 
formulating environmental 
education programs for teachers. 

Research affects teaching, he said 
and added students sense when a 
teacher is ‘‘current’”’ in a field and 
they reflect the instructor’s interest 
and enthusiasm.” ” 

Solar energy is a_ particularly 
exciting field since it literally and 
figuratively ‘‘brings some of the 
power back to the people,”’ Biddle 
said, noting that people can 
understand solar energy better than 
electricity and can actually produce 
it themselves. 

Solar energy for heating and 
cooling is ‘definitely practical’’ but 
not yet economical enough for 
widespread use, he said. 

Cost to install equipment for 
heating water and the house (but not 
air conditioning) is about $5 per 
square foot or less than $7,500 for an 
average home if the owner does 
most of the actual installation. 

Biddle said the cost will be 
reduced when solar equipment is 
mass produced and tax breaks and 
lease arrangements are provided. 

Most of the cost of solar 
equipment is in the original 
installation since there are no fuel 
costs and maintenance costs are 
limited to replacing minor parts. 

Widespread installation of solar 
power cells could solve much of the 
nation’s energy problem since a 
home could produce its own energy 
during sunny days (March through 
November) and approximately 50 
per cent of its energy on cloudy days 
(December and January), he said. 

Excess energy not needed for the 
individual home can be sold to the 
power companies or traded for 
energy needed on cloudy days, 
according to Biddle, who noted solar 
energy is especially suited for 
California weather. 

A group of Cal Poly, Pomona 
instructors are working on a solar 
energy project with three homes in 
a new 33-lot tract in Claremont. 

Biddle said they started with a 
“spark of interest that snowballed 
into practical applications’ for 
residential use. Cal Poly instructors 
have also developed a course in 
solar energy. 


‘Biddle’s other project is 

developing a ‘‘wholistic approach’’ 
to environmental education that can 
be used from kindergarten through 
high school and adult education. 

The ‘wholistic’’ approach takes 
the large view of the world, rather 
than just an engineer's view or a 
sociologist’s view, he said and noted 
the group working on the 
educational model includes a 
variety of professions such as an 
urban planner, librarian, 
psychologist, poet, and geographer. 

Presently environmental 
education is taught in a fragmented 
manner with separate chapters on 
air pollution, population, and the 
energy crisis. 

The group is trying to ‘‘wrap it 
into a better package”’ using core 
themes to explain the different 
aspects, Biddle said. Members of 
the team consider the patterns in 
their own fields and compare with 
the patterns in other fields. Then the 
common patterns can be applied to 
understanding the environment. 

The finished model will provide a 
continuous environmental education 
plan from kindergarten through 
adulthood with each segment geared 
to the specific age level. 

Biddle originally chose the 
mechanical engineering field 
shortly after Russia’s launching of 
Sputnik when engineering seemed 
‘““glamorous with lots of 
opportunities.”” : 

His interests in heat transfer an 
thermal science led directly into the 
solar energy field, he said. 

Biddle holds bachelor’s and 
master’s degrees in mechanical 
engineering from Washington 
University, St. Louis and his Ph.D. 
from Arizona State University,

Sheila Armstrong in 
Montreal Olympics 


When the marathon runners light 
the official Olympic fire in Montreal 
this month, Sheila Armstrong will 
be among the competitors. 

The former Uplander, who started 
fencing 12 years ago with the Upland 
Recreation Department, will com- 
pete in women’s individual and team 
foil divisions at the Montreal Olym- 
pics July 17 - Aug. 1. 

“She's terribly excited, exercising 
and fencing like the dickens,’’ com- 
mented her mother Dorothy 
Armstrong of Upland, who said her 
daughter had placed second in 
national competition to win a spot 
on the U.S. Olympic team. 

Miss Armstrong was named an 
alternate for the 1972 Olympics and 
represented the United States in the

Pan American Games last year. She 
earned a gold medal in the women's 
team foil competition in Mexico. 

She trained in Upland with Dr. 
Francis Zold of the West End Fen- 
cing Club and then moved to New 
York 1%2 years ago to be closer to 
fencing meets. She presently studies 
under Georgio Santelli at the 
Santelli Fencing School. 

Miss Armstrong graduated from 
Upland High School in 1969 and 
attended Chaffey College and 
California State Polytechnic Univer- 
sity, Pomona before quitting to 
devote her time to fencing. 

Mrs. Armstrong said her daughter 
‘got caught up in the sport of fen- 
cing to the exclusion of everything 
else and has put all she has into it.”

‘ride-along’ to adults 


Adults will have a chance to see police officers in 
action under an expanded ride-along program of the 
Upland Police Department. 

For four years, students have been able to ride in 
Upland police cars and observe the officers on patrol, 
‘‘and in four years, we’ve never had a problem,” Acting 
Police Chief Coy Estes said. 

Estes has now expanded the program so that all 


Youth Exchange 
Service seeks 
host families 


Word has gotten around. The red carpet is out! This is 
the year to visit the U.S.A., proudly celebrating her 200th 
birthday. Foreign teen-age students from Brazil, Argen- 
tina, Uruguay, Honduras, El Salvador, Guatemala, Mex- 
ico, Canada and Europe are hurrying to apply to enter 
school here in the fall of 1976 for one or two semesters. 

The applications are being screened and processed by 
Youth Exchange Service (YES), a non-profit organiza- 
tion approved by the U.S. State Department, with head- 
quarters in San Clemente. YES needs host families to 
accept these students into their homes to share family 
life, learn about the community, school and culture of 
this country. 

Aged 15 to 18, these teen-agers will come with round- 
trip air fare, medical records, school transcripts, 
medical insurance and spending money. Screened by 
YES representatives in their country, the youthful ‘‘am- 
bassadors”’ will be an important part of creating better 
understanding between our countries, one of the goals of 
having foreign participants in our Bicentennial ac- 
tivities. YES also sends American teens overseas on the 
same basis. 

The responsibility of the host family is to provide 
affection, board and room. A tax deduction of $50 a 
month can be made for the time the student is in the 
home. A host family can be large or small, or have no 
children at all.

residents 18 and older can see first hand the problems 
police officers face and how they handle them. 

“Furthermore, we hope that through this direct 
participation, the citizen will return to his home and 
share his first-hand experiences with others, thus leading 
towards total community involvement in the effort to 
reduce crime,’’ Estes said. 


Essentially, the adult ride-along program will operate 
in the same manner as the student program. 

Initially, adults wiil be able to ride as police observers 
from 7 to 11 p.m. Wednesday, Thursday, Saturday and 
Sunday.

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Training for federal-funded jobs 





Schools offer program - 


The Chaffey Union High School 
District Adult School has been offer- 
ing a twenty-six week program in 
cooperation with the Inland Man- 
power Association. The program 
provided opportunity for eighteen 
students to train in the clerical II 
bilingual area, which included cor- 
responding secretary, which in- 
volved units in general office prac- 
tice, secretarial office practice, fil- 
ing, business english, business 
mathematics, machines (reproduc- 
tion machines) calculators (10 key 
adding machine) and ABC 
stenoscript. The Bookkeeper II is an 
area of concentration covered and 
included typing, filing, business 
english, Business math, ten-key ad- 
ding machine and calculators. 

The students selected for the 
program were initially processed by 
the West End Multi-Service Center, 


200 S. Euclid, Ave., Ontario. All 
accepted applicants for the program 
were Comprehensive Employment 
Training Act-eligible individuals. 


The instruction was six hours per 
day, five days a week from 1:30 to 
7:30 p.m. and the program was held 
at Ontario High School. The 
program was organized as an open- 
ended individualized instruction. 
The classroom situation made it 
possible for students to concentrate 
in one or more areas of instruction 
and proceed at their own rates. This 
type of organization was necessary 
because of the varied levels of skills. 
at time of entry into the program. 
Most of the studenty who started 
continued to the end of the program, 
but a few terminated as their in- 
dividual educational needs were 
met.

A bill by Assemblyman William 
McVittie, D-65th Dist., that would 
protect insurance buyers from 
unintentionally signing away their 
right to coverage against uninsured 
drivers has been signed by Gov. 
Edmund Brown Jr. 

Insurance companies are 
presently required to provide 
policyholders with uninsured 


motorist protection unless that right 
is waived by the insured. 

“Since such a waiver results in a 
slight reduction in premiums and 
many people do not understand the 
complex wording of insurance 
policies, too many Californians have 
been unwittingly signing away this 
important protection,’’ McVittie 
said.

Teachers ok 
college salary 
boost offer 


Chaffey Community College full- 
time teachers accepted a 6 per cent 
salary increase offered by the 
distriet school board, but non- 
management classified employes 
rejected a similar wage and benefit 
package. 

The faculty wage increase was 
ratified Tuesday during a special 
noon meeting of the district board of 
trustees. 

Under the new salary scale, a 
first-step instructor will receive 
$12,001. 

Also authorized was a 3 per cent 
increase for evening part-time 
teachers, who will earn from $12.24 
to $14.69 per hour. 

Part-time teachers assigned late 
afternoon and evening classes will 
receive a prorated wage based on 
the salary scale of full-time 
instructors, according to the board 
action taken Tuesday. 

Included in the wage and benefit 
package adopted on Tuesday is the 
extension of medical coverage to all 
dependents of faculty members. The 
board, however, stipulated 
instructors and their dependents 
have only a choice between Blue 
Cross and Kaiser medical plans. 
This action rolled back the former 
cafeteria plan, which allowed 
employes options that included 
investing the equivalent of health 
care payments in tax sheltered 
annuities. 

The removal of the so-called 
cafeteria plan reportedly was the 
main objection management 
classified employes found in the 
board’s wage and benefit offer. 

Trustees, however, unilaterally 
adopted a resolution changing the 
options available classified 
employes for utilizing medical 
benefits, which must now be 
obtained either from Kaiser or Blue 
Cross medical plans. 2 

Secretaries to administrators and 
other classified employes 
designated as ‘‘confidential or 
management’’ employes also 
received a 6 per cent salary 
increase. 

In addtion to the 6 per cent faculty 
pay raise, the customary 
movements on the salary scale due 
to longevity and the earning of 
additional university credits will be 
allowed.

The 
purpose of the quarantine, 
which extends along the 
entire coast of California, is 
to protect the public. from 
the highly toxic poison 
found in shellfish during the 
summer and fall months. 

The greatest hazard of 
poisoning is frem mussels 
but there is also danger, to 
a lesser extent. from clams. 
Only the white meat of 
clams should be eaten. 
Clams should be taken only 
from areas free of sewage 
contamination and should 
be thoroughly cleaned and 
«washed before cooking. 

The source of the poison 
is the Gonyaula (‘‘red 
tide’) organism which 
gives the ocean water a 
deep reddish-brown color 
and is food for plankton 
feeders such as mussels, 
clams and oysters. It grows 


near the surface of the 
water and in warm summer 
months produces a highly 
potent poison that is 
concentrated in the 
digestive glands and muscle 
tissues of molluscs. 
Abalone, crab and shrimp 
do not feed on plankton; 
therefore, there is no 
danger of poisoning from 
them: 


Eating toxin-containing 
mussels leads to acute 
disturbance of central 
hervous system functions 
within a few minutes to a 
few hours. Symptoms begin 
with tingling and numbness 
of the lips, tongue and 
finger tips, followed by 
disturbed balance, lack of 
muscular coordination, 
Slurred speech and 
difficulty in swallowing. In 
severe poisonings, 
complete muscular 
paralysis and death from 
asphyxiation can occur if 
breathing is not maintained 
by artificial means. There 
is no known antidote to the 
poison. 


As the toxic shellfish 
cannot be distinguished 
from the harmless ones, the 
only safe rule to follow is — 
Do not eat mussels from 
California coastal waters 
from now through October. 


State offers identity 
tags to organ donors 


California motorists who renew their driver's licenses 
at the Department of Motor Vehicles may now receive a 
donor sticker which they may affix to the back of their 
driver’s license to pledge a donation of their kidneys, 
corneas, or other organs upon death. 

DMV Director Herman Sillas said that estimates by 
the Transplantation Council are that the program could 
aid more than 8,000 Californians in need of transplants. 

The program, dubbed ‘‘Gift of Life,”’ was authorized 
under Senate Bill 542, authored by Sen. Dennis Carpetner 
of Newport Beach. Asemblyman Gordon Duffy of Han- 
ford was a strong advocate of the program and carried 


legislation — AB1039 — 


in the state Assembly after many 


meetings with DMV and the transplantation interests. 
The donor of an anatomical gift must be 18 years of age 
or older, the sticker must be signed in the presence of 
two witnesses’ and it must indicate the type of 
anatomical gift being made available. The measure does 
not provide for whole body donations, for which separate 
arrangements must be made with a medical school. 
Passage of the law was prompted by a widespread 
shortage of kidney, cornea, earbone and eardrum, 
pituitary, heart and skin donors. The new law is expected 
to facilitate more immediate recognition of an in- 
dividual’s desires at the time of death, Silas said. 
California is the 26th state to utilize the driver’s license 


for donor identification.

in adult cats. 

Here are some key points 
you should -be aware of in 
dealing with feline 
respiratory infection: 

— In cats, respiratory dis- 
ease is a ‘‘complex’”’ — a 
condition that can be caused 
by at least three different 
viruses and one parasitic 
organism. Sometimes these 
agents work in combination 
and so weaken the cat that 
it becomes susceptible to 
secondary bacterial dis- 
eases. 

— Feline respiratory 
agents are transmitted 
through the dir, and infect 
the cat by way of the oral 
and nasal passages. 

— After recovery, cats 
may be temporarily im- 
mune to respiratory dis- 
ease, but the period of 
resistance is brief, usually 
only a few months. 


— The disease is especial- 
ly severe in colonies or 
groups of cats because in- 
fection circulates among in- 
dividual animals. Single 








household cats have a 
better chance of recovery 
without repeated infection. 
Signs of respiratory dis- 
ease include sneezing, 
fever, discharge from the 
nose and eyes, and ulcers on 
the eyes and tongue. Sores 
affecting the oral cavity can 
inhibit the cat’s appetite. 


The infection may last 
from five days to a month 
or more. Weight loss during 
the course of disease may 
be severe. 

How is respiratory dis- 
ease treated? 


Supermarket or home 
remedies will probabiy be 
of little bene “it. As with all 
pet disease, you should con- 
sult a veterinarian. He or 
she may use an antibiotic to 
deal with bacterial agents 
that can be involved. The 
veterinarian may also ad- 
minister supportive fluids 
in cases of dehydration, or 
dispense a medicated eye 
ointment. During and after 
treatment, it is important 
to protect the convalescent 


cat from physical stress of 
all types. 

Preventive vaccines have 
recently become available 
for feline respiratory dis- 
ease. It is important to 
remember that several 
agents can cause this type 
of infection in cats. A vac- 
cine for one such organism 
may not prevent one of the 
other forms of respiratory 


infection. Also, as its im- | 


munity declines, a vac- 
cinated cat can again 
become susceptible. 


As vaccines of this type © 


are perfected and become 


more widely accepted, vac- ; 
cination for respiratory dis- © 
ease may become part of | 


the standard feline disease 


prevention program that - 


now includes distemper and 
rabies vaccination. Your 
veterinarian can advise you 
in this regard. By all 
means, consult your 
veterinarian if you have 
specific questions or if this 
prevalent disease occurs in 
your cat.

Ultimately weakness 
and fatigue, tremor of the 
arm accompanies the pain 
and the muscles across the 
chest may become tender. 
The symptoms then are 
all the more recognizable 
and made more severe by 
coughing or sneezing. 

Ultimately, nature re-' 
sponds to the incessant 
pain with varying degrees 
of immobility. 

Shoulder and arm pain 
constitutes the most fre- 
quently recognized symp- 
toms of structural defects 
in the lower neck and 
upper spine.

ment by a fall, accident, 
or by postural stress, the 
segment may partially 
close the tiny nerve open- 
ings between -adjacent 
segments. 

Abnormally small or 
distorted nerve openings 
serve to irritate the nerves 
which pass through them 
to supply the shoulder, 
neck, arm, upper back 
and chest mucsles. It fol- 
lows that muscles sup- 
plied by irritated nerves 
themselves become tense, 
painful, and lose their 
normal elasticity and 
ability to relax. 

And thus, the painful, 
limited movement fol- 
lows. This in itself can 
cause problems as more 
nerves in the lower neck 
and back can be affected 
and themsevles produce a 
wide variety of symptoms 
and problems.

Student keeps watch 


In 1776 the bald eagle made its 
first appearance in America — in 
mint condition, that is. 

In that historic year, a likeness of 
the great bird was affixed to a 
copper cent piece coined in 
Massachusetts. Six years later 
Charles Thomson, secretary of the 
Continental Congress, announced 
that the bald eagle would be on the 
official seal of the new nation — 
even though Ben Franklin was said 
to have preferred the turkey. 

Since that historic send-off, the 
eagle has been keeping constant 
company with ‘‘e pluribus unum’’ on 
coins and currency, on documents 
and papers, on flagpoles and murals 
and other items calling for a 
representation of. the. official 
emblem of the United States. 

However prolific the artistic 
reproduction of the bald eagle may 
be, today the “‘real life’ of this sym- 
bolic bird has become so threatened 
by environmental problems that 
certain species have become 
something of a rarity. The southern 
bald eagle, the species living on this 
continent below the 40th parallel, 
has been declared “endangered” 
and is, therefore, protected under 
both the California Endangered 
Species Act of 1970 and the federal 
government’s Endangered Species 
Act of 1973 (Public Law 93-205). 

Because of this alarming situa- 
tion, and as part of the requirements 
of the 1973 act, a Cal Poly, Pomona, 
zoology student, 37-year-old Mike 
Coffey of Santa Ana, has just com- 
pleted a 15-week study of the habitat 
of the bald eagles in the San Bernar- 
dino Mountains fo: tne U.S. Forest 
Service. 


Coffey took a one-quarter leave of 
absence from his studies. Now, 
after 15 weeks of peering through.a 
15/60 power spotting scope at the 
tops of trees and shores of lakes, he 
is ready to translate the data he has 
accumulated into a report. 

The bald eagle, native to the 
North American continent, has been 
seen in the San Bernardino Moun- 
tains for at least the past 30 years — 
reported mostly by Audubon Society 
observers. But such reports have 
been spotty and did not provide the 
substantial data that is needed to 
determine criteria for protecting 
the birds. 

Coffey’s assignment was to 
observe and report everything about 
the eagles and their life style: the 
numbers of birds, the ratio of 
mature to immature bird, the loca- 


‘tion of key roosting and feeding 


areas, the kind of food consumed, 
the length of stay of the birds in the 
area, the location of nest sites; the 
Social interaction of the birds, and, 


‘most important, the effects that 


recreation, hunting, sightseeing, 
timber - cutting, flying aircraft and 
other activities of man and his 
machines have on the behavior of 
the birds. 

Coffey’s observations were made 
between December and March, the 
period the eagles are known to be 
active in the area. For 15-weeks he 
scouted the edges of Silverwood, 
Arrowhead and Big Bear lakes, 
lakes Hinshaw and Matthews, and 
Skinner Reservoir. Five days a 
week and often on weekends, 
sunrise to dark, he tracked the 
Shorelines, waiting and watching, 
counting and recording. 


At first, the sight of Coffey scan- 
ning with his scope from the window 
of his truck brought telephone calls 
of alarm to the local newspaper and 
forest service officials. The scope 
looks frighteningly like a sawed-off 
shotgun. But once Coffey’s identity 
and purpose were made known, he 
was accepted by the locals — people 
and eagles alike. 

For variety Coffey sometimes 
bummed a plane ride with the fish 
and game warden as he surveyed 
the lake areas for different reasons. 
Eagles nests — which get as large 
as nine feet in diameter and twelve 
feet deep — can easily be spotted 
from a low-flying plane. In this way 
Mike confirmed that the southern 
bald eagles do not nest in the moun- 
tain area. They winter only in the 
local mountains. In spring they 
migrate — probably to Canada or 
Alaska — for mating and nesting ac- 
tivities. 

Of the 11 eagles Mike sighted, 
most were immatures, under 6 
years old. These, he found, spend 
about 90 per cent of their time 
perching and about 10 per cent soar- 
ing and hunting. 

Coffey also observed that though 
eagles are carrion eaters they 
prefer fresh fish and fowl when they 
are available. Fish (carp) and 
waterfowl (coot) are plentiful in the 
area, and the eagles only need to eat 
about two a day. They never have to 
resort to dining on carcasses. 

Eagles, like most creatures, are 
territorial. They have their favorite 
hunting perches — trees where they 
sit by the hour to stake out their food 
supply. These trees usually have 
strong leafless branches at the top

Meet the new 


Smokey Bear

Coffey recently completed a 15-week study of the 
bald eagles for the U.S. Forest Service. The 
southern bald eagle has been declared an en- 
dangered species, and Coffey’s report includes 
several recommendations to assist survival of 
the species in the San Bernardino Mountains. 


called snags. The snags allow the 
eagles to make unimpeded landings 
with their six-foot wingspread and 
also to have a clear view of the lake. 

To protect these perches Mike will 
make one of his many recommen- 
dations — that every effort be made 
to identify these trees to the public 
and to educate them as to their im- 
portance. The disappearance of an 
eagle’s perch is a trauma that might 
cause the bird to refuse to eat or 
mate. 

The Forest Service hopes to get 
the cooperation of the local citizens 
in protecting the eagles’ perches, 
through buflding codes and other 
local laws. One perch, a beautiful 
150-foot pine, stands on a lakeshore 
lot in a residential area. The lot has 
been sold and it is just a matter of 
time, says Coffey, before another 
summer home will be built and 
another perch tree is lost forever. 
As subsequent trees give way to 
more homes, so may the eagle go. 

Coffey found that on weekends, 
when the lakeside population 
doubles and sometimes triples, the 
eagles did not soar or hunt much. 
Some were absent from their 
perches altogether, returning only 
during the relatively quiet midweek. 

The purpose of this research, 
Coffey says, is not just to protect the 
eagle, but to increase its numbers to 
the point where the species is in no 
danger at all. Coffey pointed out 


Smokey Bear with his familiar 
ranger’s hat, levis and shovel is 
alive and well and continues to lead 
the Cooperative Forest Fire Preven- 
tion Campaign to protect US.

carelessness. His mission is even 
more vital today than it was when 
he was born in an artist’s studio and 
appeared on his first poster in 1945. 

In 1950 a game warden in New 
Mexico rescued a badly burned bear 
cub from a forest fire in the Lincoln 
National Forest. After the small 
bear regained his health he was 
flown to the National Zoo in 
Washington, D.C. He was named 
after the already famous cartoon 
character Smokey Bear. Since then 
the living Smokey has greeted 
millions of visitors at the zoo. 

Recently, after 25 years of public 
service, the living smokey reached 
retirement age. Many people 
thought his retirement would end 
the Smokey Bear Campaign. This is 
not true. Smokey Bear is continuing 
as the national symbol of forest fire 
prevention for the nation under the 
sponsorship of the USDA Forest Ser- 
vice, the National Association of 
State Foresters, and the Advertising 
Council Inc. 

On May 2, 1975, the veteran passed 
on his hat, shovel, levis and name to 
a new young bear during ceremonies 
at the National Zoo. But the retired 
Smokey and his mate Goldie are not 
returning to their native New Mex- 
ico for a well deserved rest as 
previously planned. 

Plans to build a bear. grotto at 
Ghost Ranch Museum, part of the 


Carson National Forest, had to be 
dropped because contractors’ bids 
far exceeded the Forest Service es- 
timates. In recent consultations 
with Congress, it was determined 
that reprograming of available 
funds for this purpose was not feasi- 
ble. Consequently, Smokey and 
Goldie will live out their days at the 
National Zoological Park in 
Washington, D.C. 

When the retired Smokey dies, his 
remains will be buried at Capitan in 
the planned Smokey Bear Historical 
State Park as directed by the 
Congress by joint resolution in 1974. 

The new Smokey was an orphan 
less than one year old when he was 
found by a New Mexico game 
warden. After regaining his strength 
he traveled to Washington, D.C.,to 
begin training for his new job. Now 
after four years of experience with 
‘The old man” the new Smokey has 
assumed his responsibilities, and is 
greeting thousands of people who 
visit the Washington Zoo each year. 

While it is difficult to fully 
measure the success of a public ser- 
vice campaign, Smokey’s value to 
the nation can be documented in 
several ways. In 1942 there were 
only 200,000 fires caused by people in 
the U.S. By the early 1970s this 


figure had dropped to around 100,- . 
- 000, nearly a 50 per cent reduction. 


Before Smokey Bear, almost 31,000,- 
000 acres burned annually, an area 
equal to the state of New York in 
size. Today the area burned in 
bellow five million acres. Smokey is 
credited with saving the United 
States more than $16 billion in 


“there are no black and white 
answers to the problem” and that 
“there is a great deal of ground 
separating biological answers and 
that hard facts of economics.” 
Nevertheless the report was sub- 
mitted, and, included among the 
recommendations, were: 


— Closure of campgrounds 
located adjacent to key foraging, 
perching, and hunting, and roosting 
areas, between November | to April 
1, 

— Closure of the lake to all hun- 
ting. , 

— Rerouting or closure of trails 
passing. within foraging, perching. 
hunging or roosting areas from Nov. 
1 to April 1. 

— Restriction of timber 
harvesting, commercial or private, 
either for sale or personal use 
within critical habitat. 

— Preparation and implementa- 
tion of a long-range management 
plan for the bald eagle. 

— Maintenance of a good public 
information and awareness 
program. 


Man is the eagle’s only natural 
enemy. If Coffey’s report can be 
used to get the cooperation of this 
unwilling enemy, then the southern 
bald eagle may not be seen just on 
the fifty-cent piece, but will still be 
alive and well and flying in Califor- 
nia. 





timber that didn’t burn, in recrea- 
tion areas not destroyed, in 
watersheds not blackened, and graz- 
ing lands not turned to ash. 

Smokey has been embroiled in a 
controversy involving the use of 
prescribed fire agers, in fact, com- 
plements the overall forest fire 
prevention effort. There is a keen 
difference between fire in the 
fireplace and fire in the attic. 
Smokey’s role continues to be that 
of preventing destructive forest 
fires caused by people’s 
carelessness. 

In recent years there have been 
indications that Smokey and his 
friends are going to have to work 
much harder. Statistics indicate 
that people caused forest fires are 
beginning to increase again. During 
the last decade the number of fires 
has increased from a low of 74.000 in 
one year to more than 110,000 
another year 

The Smokey Bear campaign can 
reverse this trend; but to do so will 
require reaching and expanded 
audience with the message of forest 
fire prevention. Special emphasis 
will be needed to enlist the support 
of teenagers and young adults in 
Smokey Bear's continuing program. 

As more people journe, to the 
wildlands for a variety of needs and 
desires, the risk of fire will continue 
to grow. If the many values of our 
forests are to be protected from 
forest fires caused by man’s 
carelessness, then Smokey will con- 
tinue to need your help — as Smokey 
says: ‘‘REMEMBER— you can pre- 
vent forest fires.

in 1776, the people of the 
United States were almost 
as young as the country; 
more than half of the 2.5 
milion colonists were 
under the age of 16. 

Since bachelors 
outnumbered young, single 
women by more than two to 
one, a colonial girl’s 
chances of being courted 
were excellent, says the 
Tuly Seventeen, in a report 
on ‘“‘The Teen Scene in 
1776." Most girls were 
married by the age of 18, 
some as young as 13, and an 
unmarried woman of 25 was 
comsidered an ‘‘ancient 
maid.” 

The report reveals other 
little - known facts of 
revolutionary life: 

Courtship: Custom and 
law required the swain to 
get parental approval 
before courting a girl, on 
pain of a fine and public 
whippings. After that, 
couples had a lot of 
freedom. They dated 
unchaperoned, in spots like 
the. woods or a barn. In 
some of the New England 
colonies, courting couples 
bundled, or huddled, under 
a blanket, with their clothes 
on, they were not supposed 
to have sexual relations. 
The custom was viewed as 
an innocent prelude to

Marriage, and a couple 
often ‘‘bundled’’ 
When bundlers got carried 
away, marriage usually 
followed. But if it didn’t, in 
most colonies no lasting 
shame attached to the girl’s 
family when a child was 
born. Transgression of the 
rules was frequent. In one 
New England town, one- 
third of the young marrieds 
confessed they'd had 
premarital relations.

among the better-off. Their 
daughters entertained 
suitors in the living room; 
for privacy, couples 
exchanged words through a 
long hollow tube called a 
whispering rod. 

Marriage: Most brides 
dressed in their Sunday best 
or in lavish gowns imported 
from England. But some 
followed an old custom of 
wearing only a simple 
smock; tradition decreed 
that if the bride was 
dressed so sparsely, her 
husband did not have to 
assume her debts. A few 
“‘smock brides’ went even 
further, standing stark 
naked behind a screen 
during the ceremony and 
showing only the hand on 
which the ring was placed.

Fire danger so far has 
forced the closing for 
several days of one state 
park, Mount Diablo State 
Park; and part of Mount 
Tamalpais State Park had 
to be closed for a day and a 
half. Those parks and 
possibly others, Rhodes 
noted, may be closed to the 
public again from time to 
time whenever the fire 
danger is high. 

Rhodes said, ‘‘We believe 
the people of California 
have a right to full enjoy- 
ment of the State Park 
System this summer.

Near Palm Springs 
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Conservationists buy 
bighorn sheep area 


RIVERSIDE — In the 
largest single acquisition 
ever made in California by 
a private conservation 
group, The Nature Conser- 
vancy has purchased more 
than 17 square miles of land 
in the Santa Rosa Moun- 
tains, 25 miles southeast of 
Palm Springs. This 11,459- 
acre acquisition is -critical 
to the protection of the 
peninsular bighorn sheep, 
which is listed as a rare 
specie by the California 
Department of Fish and 
Game. The Conservancy’s 
purchase is seen as a 
significant step towards the 
creation of a state refuge 
for the rare desert bighorn. 

The acquisition of this 
property, long sought by the 
State of California, has been 
made by the Conservancy at 
a time when governmental 
funding is not yet available. 
Because of its flexibility 
and businesslike methods, 
the Conservancy was able 
to move quickly to acquire 


this threatened natural 
land. As a result, this land 
and other properties recent- 
ly acquired in this area by 
the Conservancy were ob- 
tained for approximately 50 
per cent of fair market 
value. 

The Conservancy will 
pass along these savirigs 
when it sells the property to 
the State of California later 
this year. The bulk of the 
land will be purchased by 
the Department of Fish and 
Game’s Wildlife Conserva- 
tion Board, and the 
remainder will go to the 
Department of Parks and 
Recreation for inclusion in 
Anza - Borrego Desert State 
Park. 

The land, in the heart of 
California’s best remaining 
bighorn sheep range, in- 
cludes essential year-round 
water holes, grassland and 
remote, rocky terrain. The 
Santa Rosas support about 
500 of the estimated 1,100 
Peninsular bighorns 


remaining in the entire 
state. Although bighorn 
sheep have been protected 
from hunting by California 
state law since 1873, their 
numbers have continued to 
decline, chiefly because of 
loss of habitat. 


The value of the Santa 
Rosa Mountains as habitat 
for the bighorn sheep is 
threatened by intense 
development pressure from 
nearby Palm Springs. For 
nearly two decades, in- 
dividuals and groups in- 
cluding the Society for the 
Conservation of -Bighorn 
Sheep, the Riverside County 
Parks Department and 
members of the Palm 
Springs community have 
been trying to protect the 
sheep. 


The acquisition an- 
nounced today was the third 
of a series of transactions 
negotiated by the Conser- 
vancy in the Santa Rosas.

Savings greater than 50 
per cent on electric energy 
consumption are indicated 
by early data taken from 
solar water heating 
systems installed at three 
Southern California Edison 
Company office buildings, it 
has been announced. 

The conservation through 
solar water heating 
demonstration project 
began operation in the first 
week of January, according 
to Dr. Ira Thierer, SCE 
associate director of 
research and development. 

“The new systems are a 
stepping stone for Edison’s 
overall R.& D program in 
using solar energy,” he ex- 
plained. 

“Our solar work is not 
only for hot water, but also 
for space heating, space 
cooling of residential, in- 
dustrial and commercial 
buildings, and eventually, 
for producing bulk elec- 
trical power, as well,’”’ he 
said. 

Of all solar applications 
for buildings which would 
help conserve energy, the 
heating of water for 
domestic use is the most 
simply implemented for 
Edison customers, he ex- 
plained. 

“Costs of such present in- 
stallations are generally 
high, upwards of $2,000,” 
Thierer said, ‘‘but it is ex- 
pected that Edison, through 
such demonstration pro- 
jects,- will be able to help 
reduce these costs in the 
future. We hope to make 
solar water heating 
economical for a large 
number of Edison 
customers.’’ 


The three solar - assisted 
electric water heating 
systems are located in SCE 
service centers at 
Torrance, Montebello and 
Santa Ana. Existing plum- 
bing and electric water 
heaters, ranging in capacity 
from 62 to 100 gallons, were 
fitted with solar collector 


panels, additional piping, 


pumps, valves, insulation 
and instrumentation. 

Preliminary data, which 
was recorded in October 
and November 1975 without 
solar hardware, was com- 
pared with data recorded in 
January and February 1976 
with solar collectors install- 
ed. Results show electricity 
consumption of the heaters 
was reduced an average of 
50 per cent on a 24hour 
basis. During the summer 
months, savings much 
greater than 50 per cent are 
expected. 

“During daylight hours, 
almost all of the hot water 
required was heated by 
solar energy,’’ Thierer 
reports, ‘‘leaving the elec- 
tric kilowatt-hour consump- 
tion by the heaters essen- 
tially at zero. During night- 
time and rainy periods, the 
electric elements of the 
water heaters automatical- 
ly turn on so that hot water 
is continuously available in 
the buildings.” 

To gain information in 

varying geographic areas, 
such as the coastal and in- 
land areas, future data will 
continue to be collected at 
the Torrance and 
Montebello locations. 
, ‘These demonstration 
sites are fully instrumented 
to determine efficiencies of 
the solar devices and to 
more accurately determine 
kilowatt - hours saved,” Dr. 
Thierer said. 


The systems being tested, 
though relatively simple in 
design, have two key 
features in common with 
most other potential 
applications of solar 
energy. 


First, the solar heat 
collector systems must be 
‘‘back-up’’ with a 
conventional energy form, 
such as electricity. Second, 
to utilize the maximum 
solar energy, it must be 
“stored” as it is collected, 
in the form of hot water, for 
later use. .
